ctre friendship. He adde: 

"Being placed in eommand of this military 
line-, under his M j-.s.y the Emperor Maxi- 
milian, the sons ol the Confederacy can rely 
upon full security for their posaeselons and 
ic.ereois, and the Confederacy may alto rssi 
assured that the representatives <■! th.- Em - 
pire of ytxico along the border fretly and 
frankly offer their friendship; also fail securi- 
ty that no raid will be permitted lo orgaLiz*. 
on Mexican soil lor the invasion of Southern 
territory" 

Some of the press are commenting ralher 
sharply on the above. We see no canae for it. 
It is very natural that Maximilian's Govern- 
ment should be excessively friendly to th* 
rebels. We have no right to expect favor* 
from it. We have been snubbing tbe new Em- 
peror and hi* bran-new empire very offece- 
ively, aid if one of hia officers does a little 
f rlesdly turn to our enemies, it is only humaa 
mature. 

We like that point, too, about organlxitg 
raids on Mexican soil against the Confederacy. 
It's wrong and ridiculous, and if Lop» 1 
catches anybody at it, Jut hand them over to 
tbe lender mercies of Mr. D^vla Lst Rim 
ask an equivalent, if the rebels find anybodf 
organizing raid* against Maximilian's empire, 
to hand them over.
